TEE ISLAND RESERVE AND 
RAILWAY. 



No section of tlio Provinco Las suf- 
fered so much directly from the non- 
commencement of railway construction 
as the East Coast of this Island. Since 
1876 the public lands lying between 
Esquimalt '* Town aid Nanaimo, a 
distance of some 75 miles, have been 
•withdra^v-n frora pre-emption or pur- 
chase. Immigrants in large number 
have como to the Provinco with the 
object of acquiring lands along the lino 
of die railway reserve, and- many, dis- 
appointed to find those lands locked up, 
have returned homo or settled in states 
and territories south of tliolino. Others 
have found fertile soil and found- 
ed homes in the valley of the Frnser, 
where thoy will be largo producers and 
consumers in tlio future ; but those 
who have gone away are probably lost 
to us forever. Were the railway ro- 
sen'e raised the East Coast lands wouhl 
have been tlirown open to settlers and 
the population of Vancouver Island 
would have been at least 1000 more 
than now. Therefore, we say that the 
direct damage sustained by that section 
has been greater than that sustained by 
any other ju the Provinco ; while tlie 
indirect injury infiicied on the business 
centres of Nanaimo and Victoria is 
large. As long as the reserve is con- 
tinued — as long as the embargo to set- 
tlement exists, the damages will in- 
crease, for the loss each year of the 
trade of 1000 persons who might have 
become permanent settlers, will increase, 
like compound interest, year by year 
until the array of figures will be per- 
fectly appalling. For a long time there 
has been manifest on the East Coast a 
feeling tliat if it could be effected with- 
out imperiling the great scheme of a 
transcontinental railway, and without 
prejudice to the just claim of the Island 
to a railway from Victoria to Nanaimo, 
the reserve should be raised and the 
land thrown open to settlement. The 
repudiation of the spii'it of the Carnar- 
von Terms by the Ottawa Senate when 
that body threw out the Island Rail- 
way Bill was a serious blow to the 
prosperity of the Island and, in fact, to 
the entire Province. Anything that 
may tend to shake the permamency of 
'the politioal institutions of a country 
. must retard the growtli of that coun- 
try ; and obstacles placed in the way of 
the successful settlement of public lands 
are in the highest sense injurious to the 
interests of the commonwealth. There 
is no doubt that the Dominion owes the 
Province a Railway from Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo in addition to thostransconti- 
,nentol line. The more fact of the Se- 
nate throwing out the Bill cannot affect 
treaty riglits acquired under the Car- 
narvon settlement. The bond remains 
un.satisficd as long as the railway is un- 
built. Anyone at all acquainted with 
the facts will admit that a railway 
along the line indicated would be an 
important adjunct to the commerce of 
the country. That it would pay in the 
transportation of passengers, of coal to 
be shipped at Esquimalt, and of agri 
cultural products, we do not doubt ; but 
there remains this question still unan- 
swered : Can Canada be forced tobuild 
the line? Lord Carnarvon, when ap- 
pealed to in 187G, recommended a com 
promise in lieu of the construction of 
the I.sland railway on the basis of a 
pecuniary compensation to be applied 
to the building of the Island line; and he 
added that after the " delay of a single 
summer " he would be in a position to 
■ state the amount of such compensation. 
The " single summer's delay " has been 
granted. The route for tlie transconti- 
nental line has been selected, and it re- 
mains now for the Government of the 
Province to make out its " little bill " 
and send it on to Downing Street for 
the Imperial Government to collect 
What should be the amount of that 
bill ? Five, ten, or twenty millions of 
dollars 1 It is for the Government to 
say. If they are wise in their day and 
generation they will ask a sum suffi- 
cient to build and equip the road and 
(as the Nanaimo Free Press proposes) 
Avork it for ten years, stipulating in ad- 
dition for tlie immediate lifting of the 
reserve from the Island landa If they 
are silly they will fall into the error of 
insisting on the letter of tlie bond ; 
and failing that, Sejxmition. 

In recent articles we have tried to 
show that the effect of the introduction 
and. passage of "hot and strong" resolu- 
tions on the railway question would 
arouse an intense feeling of hostility on 
'Ihe Mainland against the I.sland, and 
would provoke popular demonstrations 
in favor of Separation : but it would be 
the separation of Mainland frora Island, 
and a° closer knitting of the bonds o°f 
union between Mainland add Dominion. 
To show that such a plan is taking 
shape we have but to refer our readers 
to the latest Guardian, in which the 
advice is actually tendered the Island to 
cut and run from the Confederation, 
and leave the Mainland to peacefully 
work out its destiny under the ajgis of 
Canadian institutions 1 Lord Dufferin, 
in his speech at Government House, 
Victoria, on September 20th, 1876, 
foreshadowed such a result, and drew a 
dismal horoscope of the condition of the 
Island when reduced to the position of 
a Crown Colony with her commerce 
forced to meet a customs duty at the 
ports of the Mainland, and the custom 
house, post ofSce and head of ocean 
H team-navigation transferred toBurrard 
Inlet 1 It was no fancy picture that 
Lord Dufferin sketched. It was a pre- 
.diction which under existing circum- 
stances will be fully realized should the 
House, spurning all offers of a reason- 
able compromise, demand Separation as 
the alternative of the failure of Canada 
to carry out the terms of the Carnarvon 
settlement in letter as well as in spirit. 
While the selection of the route trembl- 
ed in the balafice— when it was aa yot 



uncertain whether the Bute Inlet or 
Fiaser Valley route would be selected 
for the railway, it might have been pos- 
sible to enlist the sympathies of a con- 
siderable portion of the Mainland peo- 
ple in a movement having for its ulti- 
mate object the Separation of British 
Columbia from the Dbniiuipn. But the 
people there are now kmtted together 
by the powerful bond pf self-interest, 
to say nothing of that of fealty to the 
Dominion, and will strenuously oppose 
any attempt to sever the political ties 
with Canada. We trust that Ministry 
and House, warned in time, will 
turn a deaf ear to the cunningly- 
devised fables of men whose deeprooted 
prejudice against Canada and Cana- 
dians bl&ds them to 'every .other con- 
sideratioiu _ ' ' 

TEE HEAD TAX O.V M. B.'S. 

To Mr. Druinmond, third member 
for the City, belongs the dubious credit 
of cutting red-tape and over-riding the 
Royal prerogative by moving and caus- 
ing to bo carried a resolution to impose 
a head-tax on medical men of $50 per 
annum. -The Governmont are. entitled 
to the credit of putting a tax on 
Chinese ; but the doctors must thank 
i\Ir. Drummond for the favor they havQ 
received at the hands of the present 
Parliament. The Cliincso are to bo 
taxed because tliey do not contribute to- 
wards the revenue a fair proportion of 
taxation. They were referred to in the 
debates as inauvais ifiijcts, who scoop up 
all the loose change in the country and 
send it away to China to be buried 
amid the bamboo groves. The Chinese 
are head-taxed because they are useless 
as contributors to the general revenue, 
and because they take the work out of 
white laborers' hands 1 Will any one 
say that tho doctors are a useless class ? 
That thoy contribute naught to the 
revenue 1 That thoy subsist on chow- 
chow and licee and wear ba^y trousers 
and carry tails 1 That they send their 
fees away to China for interment 1 That 
they take work out of Caucassian hands 
and bread out of Caucassian mouths 1 
Heretofore the disciples of YEsulapius 
have been regarded as a very useful 
and necessary clas.s. Extremes, there- 
fore, have met in this head-tax business. 
Tjie Chinese, being useless, a?o taxed 
$40 per annum ; and the doctors, being 
useful, are taxed $50 per annum. The 
object of the first tax is to drive the 
Cliuieso out of the country. Is the 
object of the second tax to drive piiysi- 
cians and surgeons out, tool Tha 
Chinese must go 1 The doctors must 
go ! The only good thing that we can 
see in connection with the affair is that 
Mr. Drummond may himself fall a 
victim to the impost he has placed on 
others. He is at least unselfish. If 
the medical man who prescribes a blue 
pill and black draught- for a patient be 
amenable to the law, is not the non- 
medical man who prescribes a decoction 
of Barbary Bark as a tonic amenable 
to 'yhe same law 1 Seriously, we will 
say that the tax on medical men is very 
unfair. The amount is not large ; but 
the imposition of any t<uc, however 
small, smacks of ingratitude, towards 
the most charitable and self-denying 
class of men in the Province.

EUROPE, 

London, July 13. — A Berlin dispatch 
says Prince Bismarck has instructed the 
German attacM at Oonstantuiople ^ to in- 
form tho Porto that a continuance of am- 
biguous policy would risk tlio o-\istohco of 
Turkey in Europe. 

Riots continue at Odessa and a procla- 
mation of a state of siege is expected to bo 
issued. 

Raousa, Ang. 14. — The Austrians have 
occupied Sjuhinje, Herzegovina. There 
are five thousand insurgents at Klandola, 

south of Sjubinjc, and another body near 
Bilck. 

Rome, Aug. 14. — No special convention 
will bo concluded between Genrmuiy and 
tho Vatican. Ddclaratiohs only'will be 
exchanged. 

CANADA. 

Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 13. — Tho streets 
were crowded to-night and much excite- 
ment prevailed, ivliich an occasional dia- 
chaige of revolvers only increases. Fully 
one thousand Britons and Orangemen are 
gathering at their hall, with revolvers, to 
escort thoir visiting Montreal brethren to 
tho train. An equal number of tlieir 
opponents were at tho Catholic Union 
Hall as firmly resolved to prevent tho 
march. Tho Mayor and leading Orange- 
men endeavored to persuade the , Young 
Britons to leave by tho Ohdudiere Station, 
but without avail. Finally the railway 
authorities sent word to the Britons thoy 
would not allow tlie Montreal delegation 
to board tho train at the lower depot un- 
less tho order bccivme responsible for- any 
damage that might result. Tho Montreal 
men then agreed to embark at Qhaudicro 
Station and at 10:15 left the Windsor 
Hotel in an omnibus, while a salute was 
being fired and cheers wore given by an 
excited crowd, which the police was en- 
deavoring to disperse. 

Ottawa, Aug. 13, 12 o'clock. — No dis- 
turbance has yot occurred. Tlio Orange- 
men have dispersed, but Catliolicaj numb- 
ering over three thousand, are still on tho 
streets in the vicinity of St. Patrick's 
Hal). One of the loaders having stated 
that it was their intention to inarch to 
Upper Town and deniolisli tlio residences 
of prominent Orangemen Mayor Bangs 
ordered out tho Foot Guards. Thoy are 
now stationed at tho head of Sussex street 
awaiting orders. Speeches were made by 
the Catholic leaders, some of whom advis- 
ed tho crowd to act in an orderly manner 
and not fight until they were attacked, and 
others oncoutagiiig them to march through 
Upper Town and have revenge for last 
niglit's proceedings. Between 12 and 1 
o'clock a prominent Orange loader named 
Jno. Holt was pounced upon by a mob 
and badly beaten. His wounds are dang- 
erous. 

2 a. m.— The military are extended in a 
lino across Sussex . street, about sAvon 



blocks from tho Unionists, who are still 
talking wildly among themselves. Tho 
mayor went down and promised the crowd 
if they would go home he would guarantee 
no one would disturb them, and if any 
damage was done after they loft ho would 
pay for it himself. Tho crowd was almost 
persuaded to go homo when a young law- 
yer named Kehoo, president of the Union, 
told them tho offer was not worth any- 
thing and clianged the feeling of tho crowd 
to such-an extent that they refused to hear 
any more from tho mayor and decided to 
remain until daylight. Fears are entor- 
tuinod that thoy may yet come in collision 
with the military. 

2:30 a. m. — Tho Union men aro still on 
Sussex street and are likely to remain 
thoro till day-light. Tho gang now aro 
marching up and dovn\ tho strcot armed 
with pitchforks singing ' 'We'll hang Mayor 
Bangs to a sour apple tree !" Kehoo's con- 
duct ia generally condomnod. 

Ottawa, Aug. 14. — A crowd of Union 
men paraded Lower Town till day-break. 
Tho military woro kept on duty at tho 
bridges till after thoy had dispersed. 
There is not much oxoitoment this morn- 
ing; but further trouble ia expected to- 
night.

(Berlin Letter. ) 

Germany to-day stands ou the edge 
of a volcano which will envelop her in 
blood unless those charged with admin- 
istering the affairs of Government re- 
trace their stepa' Tlio second attempt 
upon the life of the aged Emperor has 
been followed by attacks on the liber- 
ties of the peoiJo by erecting a despot- 
tistn more cruel than Franco has 
known in her worst days and far more 
unrelenting than absolute Russia even 
dares to exorcise to-day. The pleni- 
potentinrifs now engaged in reconstruc- 
ting tho map of Eastern Europe may 
draw protocols and conclude treaties, 
but they are reckoning without their 
hosts. Despatches announcing tho ar- 
rival of the plenipotentiaries have no 
doubt told you of the enthusiasm with 
which Lord Beaconsfiold was received ; 
but do not for a single moment imagine 
that it was out of admiration for the 
person of Di.sraoli that thousands upon 
thousands cheered him along tho road 
from his hotel to the Radziwill Palaco, 
The people grootetl him — aye, enthus- 
iastically greeted liiiu — tho representa- 
tive of free and constitutional England; 
and hurrahs for England only were 
heard all along the route. 

Whatever of liberties tho Gorman 
poo[)lo have enjoyed since tho orgnniza 
tiou of the Reichstag have been killed 
by the bullets of Hoedel and Nobeling 
to such a fearful extent that thousands 
have already left tho country for British 
and American shores while about being 
incarcerated. Seven hundred persons, 
among whom arc 200 editors, havo al- 
ready boen thrown into dungeons for 
terms varying from two, throe, and fivo 
years; aged women and young maidens 
form no exception to this rule, and des- 
pair and misery, depicted on everybody's 
face, have already led to numerous 
cases of suicide on the part of tliose who 
could not oscapo. Now, these arrests 
are not mado among so-called Socialists 
and Communists, but among all classes 
of people — not for any suspicion even 
even of having been in some way con- 
nected witli the murderous attempts on 
tho Emperor, but simply for words 
either carelessly spoken or even mis- 
construed. You in America havo no 
idea how terrible tho state of afTairs is 
here; for even those papers which would 
protest in ordinary times against these 
outrages have been deprived of their ed- 
itor.? — ono of them, the Free Press of 
tliiH city, liaving already throe of its 
editors in ]irison, the concern being run 
iiowby a.subordiuate, whodarea not take 
the responsibility that used to bo as- 
sumed by his chiefs. Should the author 
of this letter ever be discovered, you 
may resta.saured that it will be the last 
I can address you from this place. To 
re-count all tho atrocities committed 
would fill a volume, and, mind you, it 
is only a few weeks since this reign of 
terror has been instituted. So I will 
confine myself to some leading cases that 
have come under my observation. 

In Konigsburg, an ordinary furni- 
ture dealer had made the remark that 
the Emperor's life was no better than 
that of any other human being. Of 
course the man was sentenced to two 
years' imprisonment. A few days after, 
oliiccrs ot the law arrested his wife upon 
a similar charge. She was, however, 
enceinte, and, with the aid of a medical 
certificate, she succeeded in inducing 
the oflicer.'? not to drag her to prison, 
but in keeping her under surveillance 
in her own home. In some way or 
other the news of her arrest reached the 
ears of her husband iji prison. Ho be- 
came desperate, and hung him.self with 
the aid of a handkerchief in his cell. 
Upon his body was found a letter ad- 
dressed in respectful terms to tho Crown 
Prince, praying him for God's sake to 
order the release of the poor woman. 
It is known that the letter was trans- 
mitted and directed, and since the burial 
of the young husband the wife has, 
notwithstanding his dying appeal, boon 
sentenced to six months' impri.ioninont, 
and she is now languishing in the same 
cell where her husband committed sui- 
cide. 

In Stettin, a man named Loewen- 
stein, charged with having spoken dis- 
respectfully of the Emperor, was hand- 
cufl'ed, led through the stvects as a 
criminal, and iropvisotied, That very 
same night ho committed suicide in his 
cell, At Leipzig, a dry -goods clerk and 
a bookseller have both committed sui- 
cide ill prison, after having been arrest- 
ed on the same terrible charge. 

A well-known restaurateur named 
Hahn, having in a moment of forgetful- 
ne.ss said liomothing ofVensive to the 
Government, was arrested and his house 
searched, because a few Socialistic docu- 
monta came under the officers notice. 
In tho courso of their search they found 
various articles used for masquerading 
purposes. Thirj so enraged tho officers 
that tlioy forced the restaurant-keeper's 
wife to undress herself in their presence 
to see if she had any hidden documents 
or other "dangerous" articles about her. 
She also was dragged to prison, tho 
restaurant wns ordered closed, and, 
father and mother both being locked up, 
ficvcn inuQcentchildreu nro loft starving, 
tlic Govci'i'mont not permitting the re- 
opening of the restaurant. 

In Mannheim a young girl of IQ, 
while walking with two friende, re- 
ipai'ked t^bat it vftis a phame that a 
peigiiboiir qf theirs had been arrested, 
The' other girls at once ran to the near- 
est police-office, and the poor child, cry- 
ing bitterlv, was compelled to go to 
prifion. lier parents happened to be 
put of town at tho time, and it is now 
stated that tho child has gone cra?,y 
from fear -v^hile in prison, 

A well-knovTi Tiierohant of Loip?ig 
took tho railroad for Berlin, on Tues- 
day of last week, and, being e?{ceed- 
ingly patriotic and loyal, moved, while 
in the train, tq a diflerent seat,a3 8ome 
other near him were talking politics. 
Jt is true he paw another man watch., 
ing him, but, as ho was determined 
not to enter into conversation, he paid 
no uttention to him, Arrived oX Bor- 



liu he went into a saloon near the rail- 
way station, when the same fellow 
■who had watched him accosted him: 
"You are my prisoner." Tho merchant, 
astonished, aaked the reason, when 
the other fellow said: "You moved 
away from those gentlemen, who were 
condemning tho attempt of Noboling; 
but I will settle with you for 200 tha- 
lers. I'll tako some beer, and you can 
pay for that, too." Tho merchant, 
kno-wing the dreadful state of aflairs, 
and how full the country is with spies, 
informers, and liara, opened his pocket- 
book, and hsjided the fellow the money. 

The spy system is somewhat fearful. 
Nobody is safe. Brother denounces 
brother, father denounces son. At tho 
cafes and restaurants hardly a M'ord is 
spoken for fear that tho language may 
bo misundorstood. These places are 
virtually filled with policemen in civil 
dress, who, not content with waiting till 
they hear something, endeavor to draw 
visitors into conversation, and, as soon 
as they catch any ono at a careless re- 
mark the arrest is made on tho spot. 
Tho Government employs other con- 
temptible means. There are any num- 
ber of poddlars along tho street who sell 
photograhs of Hoedel and Nobeling. 
Those peddlers aro spies. Whenever 
anyone makes a disloyal remark about 
theso photographs ho is forthwith en- 
trapped and arrested. 

In tho country districts tho despotism 
is still more severe. Horo tho Imperial 
roprcsontativos havo .all issued proclama- 
tions in their various districts calling on 
all oiEcors to deal sovoroly with anyone 
daring to say tho least word against Kai- 
ser, country or religion, and "let tho 
scoundrels know (so reads ono of those 
documents] that Tshall use all tho power 
at my command to punish thorn whenever 
ciught in any violation of this order." 
Tho restrictions upon inn and tavorn- 
koopors aro still more severe. They aro 
hold strictly responsible for tho language 
spoken by their guests, and should thoy 
at any time only aUontly listen to any dis- 
loyal words uttered in their places, thoy 
will themselves bo arrested and punished. 

What annoys tho Government most, 
however, is tho discovery of so many So- 
cialistic documouts in the knapsacks of 
thousands of soldiora. At Atlona, whore 
tho Socialist movement is quite strong, a 
large number of tho garrison havo boon 
caught attending Socialistic meetings, 
Thoy havo all received severe punishment 
and no civilian is allowed to enter the 
barracks except under constant guard. 
Even the. baker-boy, who brings the bread 
for the garrison, is watched from the mo- 
ment ho ontors to the moment ho leaves 
tho barracks. A general order has also 
beon issued there forbidding any soldier 
from reading any nowapapor whatever. 

Whether this is to grow worse or bo- 
come better the general elections on the 
30th inst. will show. Already there is 
great activity noticeable among tho elec- 
toral clubs, but Socialistic meetings aro 
soon disposed of by the police. Nover- 
thelesB all unite in saying that this ia 
their last chance. Tho Socialists, thus 
far, havo cast 400,000 votos throughout 
the Empire. It is confidently believed 
that thoy will cast at le.ost 1,000,000 votes 
this time, which will give thom double the 
number of representatives in the Reich- 
stag, unless, indeed, tho Government 
Bonds them to prison before thoy tako 
their seats, as is more than likely. 



Lord, SoacoB.sfiold.'3 Boturn.

As the .special tram dashed through 
tho country stations between Dover and 
London no signs of recognition were 
visible, and it was not till Charing 
Cross was approached that a feeling 
was experienced that anything uncom- 
mon was going forward. No sooner, 
however, had tho . train passed under 
tho arch of the station — as it did at the 
precise moment prescribed 4:45 p m. 
— then a great ringing cheer went up, 
to be redoubled as Lord Beaconsfield 
descended from his carriage to receive a 
warm welcome from Lord Henry Len- 
nox, by whom the reception at Char- 
ing Ofosshadbecn organized. Asthe Pre- 
mier stepped- upon tihe platform, beauti- 
fully decorated with flowers, ovorgrcona 
and flags, a number of ladies and gen- 
tlemen, admitted by special cards, 
hastened forward to congratulate him 
on tho re.sult of his mission. Among 
the first of these wore the Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts, Lady Northcote, .and 
Lady Abergavenny, the Lord Mayor 
and Sheriff in their civic robes, tho 
Lady Mayoress, the Duke of Beaufort, 
tho Marquis of Hertford, Lord Skel- 
mersdalo. Lord and Lady Manner.^, the 
Duke of Sutherland, Lord Hampton, 
Lord Elcho, Mr. Heniy Chaplin, M. P. 
Lord Harlech, Mr. E. Stanhope, il. P. 
Lord Napier of Magdala, the Duke of 
Abcrcorn, Sir. H. Drummond Wolff, 
and Lord Alington. Afters hakinghands 
with his numerous friends, the Premier 
walked down tho platform clear of the 
crowd, in order to acknowledge the 
greeting of the large number of both 
Houses of Parliament and of the public 
closely packed in the reserved seats, 
and then made for his carriage, enter- 
ing which he took his seat opposite 
to tho Marquis of Salisbury, the ladies 
with them being tho Marchioness of 
Abergavenny, and Lady Northcote. 
From the handsomely decorated plat- 
form of Charing Cross, converted for 
the moment into a species of green- 
house, it was possible to perceive the 
hot glare of the afternoon sun be- 
yond tho arch towards Charing Cross, 
and tho faces of tho gathered 
thousands representing tho Conserva- 
tive oi'ganizaiions of several towns. 
Once .through tho arph-ond iniihe track, 
cleare.1 and kept with some difficulty 
but unvarying good humor by tho Me- 
tropolitan police, under tho direction of 
Sir E, Henderson, the Chief Commis- 
sioner, Superintendent Gernon, of the 
A division, and Chief Inspector Harris, 
of Scotland-yard, it became evident 
that tlier6 would be no want of warmth 
about the short progress from Charing- 
cross to Downing street. Tho streets, 
saving tho spaco Kept clear, were dense- 
ly packed with people, and a good dis- 
play, of flags was made at the houses 
along the route, all of which were 
crammed with eager aight-soers. As 
the carriage ^ased on at a walking 
pace hundreds o£ bouquets were thrown 
.^t it by the ladies, who occupied the 
•windows nloug the routfi— » noT«l and 



pleasing addition to tho ordinary cus- 
tom of ^\•aving handkerchiefs — and, un- 
like the sugar-plum throwing at Italian 
Carnival time, doubly pleasant, inas- 
much as the (»is(»dej,^f ^ 'fldy^ro^^ 
short of the object at which it is direct- 
ed, and aflbrds the smaller boys in the 
crowd infinite amusement in tho way 
of scrambling. Tho practice is unde- 
niably pretty, and on a bright day like 
yesterdaj' very eflective. Opposite the 
Admiralty Lords Beaconsfield and Sa- 
lisbury were greeted with acclamations 
from those occupying the space in front 
of it, and at length reached tho official 
residence of tho First Lord of tho Trea- 
sury, in Downing street, on tho oppo- 
site side of which appeared tho Foreign 
Office, crowded with visitors and crim- 
son with decorations, against which tho 
white dre.sses of tho ladies contrastetl 
very prettily. It was hot' long before 
Downing street was' packed with a mass 
of people whoso cheers, led by accom- 
plished fuglemen, were fired ofT with a 
regularity and simultaneity beyond all 
praise. In response to an oft-repeated 
summons, Lord Beaconsfield at last ap- 
peared at the window at the end of his 
offices towards V/hitohall. For some 
time it appeared an if tlioso more intent 
ou hearing their own voices than that 
of tho Premier would provonthiru from 
speaking altogether, but ultimat^bly he 
obtained a hearing, and in his still dis- 
tinct tones, but hardly with' the force 
so rcmarkablo at Dover, .said ; — " I as- 
sure you that no recognition of our 
labors could bo more gi'atof ul to my 
feelings than this oxprossion of tho sen- 
timents of those among whom I see 
many of my oldest and most cherished 
friend.s. Lord Salisbury and I havo 
brought j'ou back peace, I hope with 
honor, and such a peace as will satisfy 
our sovoi'cign, and add to tho fame of 
our country. I can do no more than 
express my gratitude and pride for tho 
sympathy which you have shown us at 
this trying moment." fu" 

This short speech took a long time to 
deliver, being frequently interrupted by 
salvoes of cheering, and on tho retire- 
ment of Lord Beaconsfield a cry was 
raised for Lord Salisbury, who found 
almost as much difliculty in obtaining 
a hearing as the Premier. Silence being 
at last secured ho said,' "I -thank you 
heartily, and gather from this great 
assembly that you will hlways support 
a government which supports tho hon- 
our of England." At this point Lord 
Salisbury found it impossible to con- 
tinue, and, after waiting for a corisider- 
ablo time, continued, "The eneoiirage- 
ment which you have given our foreign 
policy will strengthen us in maintaining 
that foreign policy as the best for 
England. " Further speech then became 
impossible, and tho crowd in Downing 
street fell to singing patriotic songs. 
"Rule Britannia" was sung with great 
effusion, and it is only fair to tlie tasto 
of the crovydr-among which almost 
every station of life from that of peer to 
crossing sweeper could bo recognized — 
to admit that an attempt to sing "We 
don't want to fight" was hissed down at 
once. Somewhat puzzled, the musical 
leaders at last settled down upon "For 
he's a jolly good follow," which, with a 
few shouts of "Ben, our ruler," appear- 
ed to satisfy tho aspirations of the most 
exultant. Presently, however, a gi-eat 
uproar announced a change in the gen- 
der of the person whose "jolly" goodness 
is celebrated in the song. This Avas oc- 
casioned by the arrival of the Duke and 
Duchess of Teck to call upon Lord Bea- 
consfield at his oflicial residence. This 
incident gave occasion for a greater out- 
break of enthusiasm, than any which had 
preceded it, until the heat and fatigue 
telling at last, the crowd slowly and 
reluctantly left Downing-streefc,-and the, 
triumphal entry of. Lord ifedohsfield 
into London was at an end.

Charles Rsado, ATithor,'77ritos a Lot- 
tor to a Oinclnuati Qentloman. 



Charles Rcade, tho novelist, has been 
publishing in a English paper a series 
of letters, in which ho has undertaken to 
prove that it is all wrong 'that men 
should bo right-handed, and has advoc- 
ated the cultivation of ambidexterity. 
N. C. Bradbury of Cincinnati having 
read some of Mr. Rcade's utterances, and 
being pos.scsscd of some information on 
the subject, wrote a civil letter to the 
novelist, taking tho opposite ground, 
and showing what a vast inconveni- 
ence it would be to mankind to make 
a change at once. Mr. Reade.,respond- 
ed with tho remarkable letter printed 
below. Tho Cincinnati Commerdal 
prints tho entire correspondence, giving 
Mr. Bradbury's original letter and his 
rejoinder to lleade, and there certainly 
is nothing perceptible in Mr. Bradbury's 
letter which could have called forth the 
novelist's wrath. Rcade's letter is as 
follows: 

No. 19^ Albert Tkrbace, Ivnioiits- 
niUDOK, April 15th,— Sir: My privacy 
has been intruded on by a letter from 
you, in which you tell me that you 
havo only read garbled extracts from 
mj letters denouncing ■ the Ibp-handed 
mania and disproving it by a^ mass of 
evidence: and that you are utterly 
ignorant of anatomy and phyaiology 
really stands in the argument. If hav- 
ing thus announced your disqualifica- 
tion, you had gone on to say, "and thoro- 
fore I will not have tho folly and ar- 
rogance to speak positively on the mat- 
ter," I should havo said, "This dunco is 
not a fool," find in a world where nearly 
all the dunces aro fools, I should have 
welcomed you as a novelty. 

But instead of that, having announc- 
ed your incapacity, you procee'd^to sit 
in judgment on your intellectual su- 
perior in. a manner where he is pro- 
foundly' learned, ' and j'ou are as ignor- 
ant as dirt, 

Your letter is in tlirco divisions — ir- 
relevant truth, a deliberate lie, a piece 
of imbecile twaddle. 

Evoiy fool knows that tho musical 
performer is an honorable except to 
the lop-handed-Smaiuicr^:v'H<^^^ hoth 
hands dp skilled work, and exercise the 
whole bra'aii which ia all that I require. 



I have never proposed to reverse the 
skill of the two hands. You are work- 
ing a folly out of your own head, and 
forging my name to do it. 

That tlie loft-hauded blow of tho 
pugilist owes its force to tho right side 
of the body. Were this so, the right- 
handed blow of the pugilist owes its 
force to tho loft sido of tho body. It's 
a lie. When a blow is struck with a 
sword, a stick, a cricket bat, etc., tho 
reverse foot is advanced, and tho reverse 
side is tho fulcrum. But in the pugil- 
ist's blow, whether with the right hand 
or the left, tho corresponding foot is 
advanced, end tho blow takes all its 
force from tho sub-clavicular muscles 
and the flexor and extensor muscles of 
tho arm that givo tho blow. Of courso 
you may not bo a liar. You may simply 
be a chattering noodle, with no eyes in 
your head; but one or the other you 
must be, to utter no stupid a falsehood 
as the above, and send it to me of all 
peopla 

Who doubts tho existence of tho 
lop-manial And, so long as it docs 
exist, of course many fools will bo 
made to fit it; but even horo your men- 
dacity mpst creep in. You -suppress 
the reaping-hook, tho plane, tho saw, 
tho guage, tho knife, tho hatchet, the 
pen, the scissor.s, tho sword. Correct 
your ignorance, my good sir; and as 
your ignorance declines your self-suffi- 
ciency will abate, and you will not be 
so ready to hurl them both at your in- 
tellectual superiors on matters A\-hf're 
they aro men and you aro a child. 



Booted Profanation. — Shoo leather 
has dosecrated the floor of tho Mikado's 
palace in Tokio. As the Echo tells the 
story. Dr. Miller, chief physician of tho 
Prussian general staff, recently wont to 
Japan to help to organize a military 
academy. When tho hour came for his 
presentation to tho Mikado he naturally 
clothed himself in full uniform. Tiic 
court officials, informed him that he 
could not, be permitted to enter tho aw- 
ful presence' unless he complied with tho 
Japanese usage and pulled ofl' his boots.
